One of the chief centers of Mexican

~ "Nuavo Laredo, the border city of 


. Tamaulipaa, is one of the most impor- 
tant gateways to the southern repub- 
lic not on account of its population, 
for th« American-Mexican El Paso 
and Juarez constitute a hyphenated 
city more than twice as large as La- 
redo (American) and Nuevo Laredo 
(Mexican), but because the latter is 
the northern terminus of the short- 
est railway route to Mexico City, the 
distance being only about 800 miles, 
compared with 1,200 miles by way 
of Juarez and 1,000 
miles 
through 


Ciudad Porfinlo Diaz (Eagle Pass.) 


"With 8,000 people, Nuevo is a lit- 


tle more than half as large as the 
American town at the other end of

Tamaulipaa, is one of the most impor- 
tant gateways to the southern repub- 
lic not on account of its population, 
for th« American-Mexican El Paso 
and Juarez constitute a hyphenated 
city more than twice as large as La- 
redo (American) and Nuevo Laredo 
(Mexican), but because the latter is 
the northern terminus of the short- 
est railway route to Mexico City, the 
distance being only about 800 miles, 
compared with 1,200 miles by way
